Oriental language professor in 
charge of five other American in- 
terpreters who accompanied the 
team, 

Because theirs was a“friend- 
ship trip, and not primarily politi- 
cal，the delegation from China 
originally wanted to avoid ap- 
proaches to Chinese-Americans for 
fear of possible political confron- 
tations，said Jameson at a recent 
bag luncheon in the Center for 
Chinese Studies in Berkeley. 

But even before arriving here for 
the largely Chinese comrmunity 
welcome，hosts from San Fran- 
cisco had sent Chinese-Americans 
on the trip to make their Presence 
known. 

Jameson said the quality of U.S. 
hosting is questionable. The Na- 
tional Committee for Chinese- 
American Relations, which coordi- 
nated the trip, crammed justabout 
every U.S. tourist attraction from 
the Smithsonian to the Grand 
Canyon into the itinerary，which 
lasted from April 12 to April 30. 

“The first group of common citi- 
zens to _ visit the U.S. to convey 
friemdship” was tired when they 
left San Francisco for Mexico-.

THE TIAOYU ISLANDS 


Last week the United States government turned over 
the Tiaoyu Islands (Senkaku) to Japan. We join the Chi- 
nese people all over the world in protest against this jlle- 
gal act and their demand that these Chinese territories - 
be returned to the Chinese people.

The Tiaoyu lslands 
Are China s Territory

The islanqs which are being called the SenKkaku 
Islands in Japan and to which the Japanese Govern- 
ment clainis title have historically been qdqefinitely 
China's terfritory.。， As the victor in the 1894-95 war 
with Ching (China). Japan seized these islandqs along 
with Taiwan and the Penghu Islanqs and incorporated 
them into Okinawa Prefecture as Japanese territory。. 
The Cairo Declaration jointly issuedqd by China，the 
United States and Briitain during World War II stipu- 
lates the return to China by Jaban of all the territory 
she had stolen fom China during and aftter the Japan- “ 
Ching .wal，includqing Taiwan and Manchuria.， The 
Potsdqam Proclamation issued by the allies stipulates 
that Japan must canmy out the clauses of the Caitro Dec- 
]aliation， 


The so-called SenKkaku Islandqs were recordqed in 
Chinese dqocuments in the midqdle of the 16th century 
at the latest undel the names of Tiaoyu Island (TIiaoyU 
Yu, Tiaoyu Iai)，Huangwei Yu，etc，(Y means jslet. 一 
了 dd.) In 1532 when the emperor of the Ming Dynasty 
eof China bestowed the title King Chungshan of Ryukyu 
oOn Shang Ching, the ruler of Ryukyu at that tinmae，his 
envoy Chen Kan travelled between Foochow and Naha， 
According to the Recoras of the Iaiperial Missiom to 
RaUKUVU、Chen Kan's ship set sail from the mouth of 
the Mijnkiang River on the 8th of the 5th moon，1532， 
on a south-southwest course towardqs Keelung of Tai- 
wan. (According to the preface of Chen Kan's Records 
0 Te TDnpberial Missionm to 尺 VULKVYL， his trip to Ryukyu 
was hmade in the 13th year of Chia Ching，i.e.，1534. 一 
天 qd.) It tuaned eastwardq leaning a little to the north on 
tbe waters off Taiwan and passedq by the Tiaoyu Island 
人 n the 1l0th of the 5th moon. He wrote in his diary: 
“On thec 10th. the ship sailed Swiftly with a strong south 
wind . . ,the Pingchia Hill (now calledqd Pengchia Yu)， 
Tiaoyu Yu、Huangmao Yu (now called Huangwei Yu) 
and Chih Yu (now calledq Chihwei Yu) were left be- 
hbind. .，。， On the evening of the llth，the Kumi Hill 
(pow called Kume Island) was in sight. It belongs to 
Ryukyu. The aborigines (Ryukyu people) on board 
weze elated、happy to be home.”

AN OPEN LETTER TO THE COMMUNITY 


On May 12, the Bay Area Asian Coalition Against the War staged a 
rally at Portsmouth Square. There was a march through Chinatown 
before going to a rally at Union Square where it joined a larger anti- 
war protest. Wei Min She, a community organization ，and the Asian 
Community Center Participated in the demonstration. We have criti- 
cisms of some activities 一 Specifically, the burning of Chiang 玫 ai-shek s 
effigy and the“trashing”which took place during the demonstration. 

An effigy of Chiang Kai-shek was burned at KMT Headquarters. Wei 
Min She (WMS) and the Asian Community Center (ACC) opposed the 
burning of the effigy because it confused the purpose of the demon- 
stration. However, the majority of the people in the Planning session 
disagreed. 

WMS and ACC also oppose the“'trashing”(rock-throwing and ran- 
dom window breaking) which took place at Union Square. Such acts 
prevent wide participation in demonstrations. Demonstrations should 
help buildq a broad opposition to the war. It is important to participate 
in the anti-war movement. The Vietnam War is destroying the people 
and land of Indo-China in order to Protect American business inter- 
ests. The war is ruining our economy, causing inflation and unemploy- 
ment at home. 

The vast majority of the American people are against the war. The 
Vietnamese people have proposed a just solution for ending the war. 
The 7-Point Peace Proposal of the Provisional Revolutionary Govern- 
ment of the Republic of South Vietnam (PRG) essentially proposes a 
coalition government; it guarantees the safe withdrawal of the U.S. 
military equipment and troops once the U.S. sets a specific date for 
total withdrawal. 

The Bay Area Asian Coalition Against the War is united on 2 points: 
(1) support for the 7-Point Peace Proposal of the PRG and (2) to 
defeat Nixon in the coming election. 

We believe a broad-based opposition to the war must be built, bring- 
ing together people from all walks of life 一 working people，profes- 
sionals,，and students 一 to oppose Nixon's escalation policies in Viet- 
nam and to support a _ concrete proposal to end the war (the PRG 
7-Point Peace Proposal).

What 
js panticularly important is that in his records，Chen 
Kan describeq how he started from China's territory 
Foochnow andq bassed by several Chinese islands，and 
not until be had arrived at the Kume Island did -he 
wiite: “It belongs to Ryukyu.” The records pointed 
eut Specifically that lying ahead of the Kume Island 
was Ryukyu， This clearly shows that the islandqs he 
Passed by before reaching the Kume Island were not 
RuUkKyYU territory.

“DR. WILLIAM CHIN-LEEE 


Chin-Lee Lead 
For Delegate 
Is Reversed 


WASHINGTON 一 A recount has 
reversed What- seemed to be the 
election of Dr. William Chin-Lee 
as the Republican nominee for the 
District of Columbia's delegate to 
the House of Representatives. Im- 
mediately after the May 2 Primary， 
Chin-Lee，an internal medicine 
specialist，was ahead of former 
city councilman Jerry A. Moore 
by about 70 votes. But after an 
all-day recount on May 15, Moore 
led Chin-Lee 3,383-3,339. 

Election board officials are rea- 
sonably confident thatthere wont 
be another turnaround，but as of 
last week the 49-year-old Chin-Lee 
had not conceded. Chin-Lee and 
his workers indicated that they 
were considering asking for a sec- 
ond recount of six ballot boxes 
where there were changes in the 
recount favoring Moore. 

“There are still some things we 
want to check out” said William 
Phillips， his camPpaign manager. 
One of them, he said, was to find 
out why Moore was represented at 
the recount by the lame-duck 
chairman of the D.C. Democratic 
Central Committee. Chin-Lee's 
fine .showing against the experi- 
enced councilman was a SUrprise， 
and is thought by observers to be 
due to his ten years of active work 
within the Republican Party- 


pating in city government， with a 
mixture of disbelief，admiration 
and embarrassment.The latter was 
due to their rejection and criticism 
of the projeEt several weeks ago. 
Finally，after three hours of testi- 
mony the commnission approved 
the - project unanimously- “This 
has been one of the most moving 
meetings of the commission that 
I have_ ever attended,，” said coma- 
missioner Julia B. Porter.

TAIPEI 一 Chiang Kai-shek was 
sworn in for his fifth six-year term 
as head of state May 20. 

IThe generalissimo，who was re: 
elected by the National Assembly 
two months ago, took the oath in 
a 15-minute ceremony witnessed 
by nearly 2,000 government offi- 
cials, foreign diplomats and special 
envoys.John S. D.Eisenhower, the 
former ambassador to Belgiumy, at- 
tended as the representative of 
Bresident Nixon. 

Chiang's inaugural address，like 
Imost of the speeches he has made 
since the Nationalist Government 
withdrew to Taiwan in 1949, dealt 
with what he described as the 
urgent need to rescue the Chinese 
People on the mainland from the 
Communist government.

The Board of Education backed 
Mission Coalition Organization de- 
mands last Thursday with a 6-1 
vote to retain bus monitors until 
the end of this school year. 

It was the second time this year 
that bus monitors were on the eve 
of being fired due to lack of funds. 

Their jobs were saved earlier this 
year when the Hunters Point Mod- 
el Cities Program and the MCO， 
representing the Mission Model 
Cities Program，each agreed to 
donate $40,000 to the city school 
district to continue bus monitor 
service. The Hunters Point IOney 
never Inaterialized，so the district 
again chose to discontinue the 
Service on May 19，the day after 
the board meeting，after spending 
MCO's donation. 

MCO thought the board had an 
obligation to continue bus moni- 
tors until the end of the year. The 
board agreed and passed John 
Kidder's motion to draw about 
$30,000 from the Elementary As- 
sistant Principals， Fund to finish 
out the year. 

Property tax -bills will be 10 
cents higher next fiscal year and 
possibly for a few years after as 
the board tries to raise $40 mil- 
lion necessary to have all public 
Schools meet the Field Act safety 
standards by 1975 . 

A tax override now in _ effect 
combined with a new override 
Provision adopted by state legis- 
lation，which the board passed 
Thursday，will raise $12 million 
by 1975. This added to $4 million 
in state loans and 42 million in 
unused tax override money now 
in the district brings the' total to 
4$18 million. 
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The remaining $22 million could 
be raised in 1973 or later through 
a $17 million bond issue, which 让 
passed would qualify the city for 
another $5 million state loan，ac: 
cording to the resolution prepared 
by the Advisory Committee for 
Master Planning for Use of Educa- 
tional Facilities. 

In the last three years 4$45 mil- 
lion and $56 million bond issues 
were both defeated by the elec- 
torate，according to the commit- 
tee Statement. If $40 million is 
not raised and the schools are not 
repaired by 1975, 44 elementary， 
8 junior, and 4 senior high schools 
will be closed. 

A futuristic plan to reduce jun- 
ior and senior high school enroll- 
ments and to form、specialized 
satellite schools around each 
School was presented to the board 
by the Master Plan Committee for 
Secondary 卫 ducation. 

The plan，scheduled to be func- 
tioning by 1980，would involve 
teams of teachers working with 
students in groups of various Sizes， 
including learning groups of 2-5 
students，discussion classes Of 9- 
12，and Presentation classes of 
30-100. 

Presenting the plan， Eugene 
了 Ooward said that it would provide 
teachers a more personal basis' 
with students。 He added, “The 
least efficient way to run a school 
is the way it is presently run.2 

Board president David Sanchez 
said that schoolg based on team

The study,conducted as part of 
medical examinations 年 ven to 
41,119 persons enrolled in the 
Kaiser-Permanente Group health 
plan in San Francisco and Oak- 
land，showed that Orientals actu- 
ally have a lower pain tolerance 
level than whites or blacks. 

The test involved use of a ma- 
chine that placed pressure on the 
patient's Achilles tendon ip the 
heel, producing“qdeep pain… 

“The discovery that Orientals， 
have lower Pain tolerance than 
whites and blacks is a new finding 
as far as we could determine， the 
doctors reported. 

“It is intriguing to specujlate 
whether this deviation from the 
popular stereotype of the stoic 
Oriental can be ascribed primarily 
to biological differences or to cul- 
tural factors.”

A suit was filed in the California 
State Supreme Court on May 15 
challenging the constitutionality 
of provisions in the California elec- 
tions code which prohibit the use 
of any language other than English 
at the polls. 

Among the plaintiffs in the suit 
are theJapanese American Citizens 
League and two Chinese-American 
individuals，The Mexican Ameri- 
can Legal Defense and Education 
Fund is providing attorneys for 
the Plaintiffs. 

The Chinese-Americans are Tak 
Chan Huey and Chuck Bun Chan， 
both of San Francisco. 

The suit petitions the court to 
declare invalid Section 14217 of 
the Elections Code，which makes 
it a _ criminal offense for election 
officials to speak Spanish, Chinese， 
or any other non-English language 
while on duty at the polls. The 
suit， 证 successful，would Permit 
election officials who are already 
bilingual to use their ljanguage 
Skills to assist non-English-speaking 
Voters. 

“The blanket prohibition against 
use of a foreign language in official 
communication at the polls 
abridges the First Amendment 
rights of non-English-speaking vot- 
ers to recelive information and to 
Participate in the election proc- 


ess,，” Said the attorneys for the 
Plaintiffs. 

The attorneys _ further claimed 
that the plaintiffs are “Tegujlarly 
deprived of the opportunity to 
obtain information which they 
may need in order to cast their 
vote . . .and are discouraged and 
chilled from voting by their in- 
ability to communicate” They 
asked for a swift judicial reraedy 
SO _ that the petitioners” right to 
vote ls not abridged and denied 
for the November- 1972 elections.

A few decades ago it was the 
common impression of many peo- 
ple，including the Chinese them- 
selves，that the Chinese have no 
-folk dances. In part this was true， 
since under the strict Confucian 
code in traditional Chinese society 
such “frivolous”” pastimes were 
not encouraged and folk artists 
and performers were relegated to 
society's lower strata. Thus such 
arts，including the dance, did not 
have as favorable conditions to 
develop as they had in the West. 
However，folk songs and dances 
had existed among the Chinese 
.people since time immemorial, for 
.Oracle bones from several thou- 
sand years ago _ already included 
the character for dance (wz2) and 
also the names of dances. 


In early China songs and dances 
were closely intertwined with the 
lives of the people，especially in 
connection with religion. 也 ow- 
ever，as time went on，the dance 
tradition developed in two diver- 
gent directions;i that among the 
ruling elite g 印 adually became 二 - 
vorced from everyday life and be- 
came_ increasingly bound by con- 
vention. But among the common 
people，the folk song and dance 
tradition continued to flourish， 
being jignored by .the educated 
elite to a great extent. Part of this 
tradition among the People was 
absorbed as an integral part of the 
Chinese opera. 二 


It was not until the last few 
decades that any conscious effort 
was put into the study and de- 
velopment of the Chinese dance as 
a separate art form. An early at- 
tempt in this direction was the 
yangge.This was originally a Popu- 
jar folk dance of northern Shensi 
Province，Pperformed during the 
New Year，spring Planting，and 
other festivals、In its_ traditional 
form the yangge contained much 
which was considered feudal and 
superstitious.。 During the Sino- 
Japanese War，the Border Area 
Government in Shensi encouraged

reformed yangge with great artis- 
tic Imerit. This dance soon became 
Popular all over China and played 
an imnportant role in the develop- 
ment of the Chinese dance after 
the-establishment of the People's 
Government. 

Since 1949，under the govern- 
ment's guidance the Chinese dance 
has_ experienced Phenomenal de- 
velopment.Materials on the dances 
of all the different nationalities in 
China were collected. Some were 
rechoreographed. New dances were 
created。Such dances as the Rib- 
bon Dance, Lotus Dance and Tea 
Picking Dance won Prizes in inter- 
national festivals. 


Today，the Chinese dance is 
flourishing and developing.、Not 
only is it continuing the tradi- 
tional and classical art of an an- 
cient civilization but it has also 
learned _ much from the West， 
adapting Western techniques to 
Chinese conditions，one example 
being the revolutionary ballet Red 
Detachzaeat oF Hommez，which in- 
cluded both Chinese and Western 
elements in its choreography. Thus 
we may be sure that the Chinese
